Before  any  prisoner  of  war  postal  matter  is  accepted  for  delivery, 
an  investigation  shall  be  made  as  to  whether  it  can  be  sent  as  prisoner 
oi  war  postal  matter  and  as  to  whether  it  is  exempt  from  postal  charges, 
and  when  it  does  not  meet  these  requirements,  it  shall  be  handled  in  the 
same  manner  as  ordinary  postal  matter.
